1 Massachusetts.  Large  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  1652  (i.  e.  1667-74).  Noe  1,  Crosby  12-1. 

Fine  to  VF,  weak  strike  on  defective  planchet — a small  piece  flew  out  of  edge 
at  striking,  affecting  second  S.  Otherwise  exceptionally  clean  and  actually  has  no 
more  wear  than  would  be  consistent  with  full  VF.  ILLUST. 

2 n.  d.  (1641?)  St.  Patrick  or  Mark  Newby  Farthing.  With  brass  plug.  Fine  for  coin, 

softly  struck  in  centers. 

3 Richard  Holt’s  Plantation  Tin  Farthings,  n.  d.  (1688)  VAL  24  PART  REAL.  Newman 

2-B.  Fine,  dark,  rough  as  usual  with  originals.  No  serious  corrosion.  Very  rare. 

4 — Identical  but  N.  5-D.  VF,  dark  and  rough;  has  the  same  kind  of  surface  and 

every  appearance  of  being  an  original.  Early  obv.  break.  Equally  rare. 

5 Virginia.  Halfpenny  1773.  Period  after  S,  7 strings.  F/VF,  dark. 

6 Connecticut  Coppers.  1785.  Periods  in  legends.  Miller  1-E.  Just  about  Fine,  uneven 

strike  on  defective  planchet,  INDE  weak.  Rare,  seldom  offered. 

7 — 1785  Colons  in  legend,  as  usual.  Miller  44-C.  Advanced  die  failures.  Good  or 

better,  very  defective  planchet. 

8 — 1785  African  head.  M.44-F4.  In  terms  of  actual  wear,  almost  VF.  Struck  on  an 

irregular  copper  fragment  rather  than  a normal  round  planchet.  UC  and  DE  off 
flan.  Far  above  average  for  any  1785;  rare  grade. 

9 — 1785  M.64— I.  Where  struck  up  this  is  VF,  excellent  surfaces.  Weak  in  centers  as 

always  (none  seen  showing  details  of  drapery);  minor  planchet  defects  on  either 
side,  usually  found  with  far  more  severe  ones. 

10  — 1786  Large  bust  r.,  ETLIB  INDE.  M.l-A.  Fine  for  the  coin,  weak  in  centers  as 

always;  granular  patina  but  no  nicks  or  scratches.  Rare,  and  above  Good  this 
is  very  rare. 

11  — 1786  Mailed  bust  left.  M.54-OL  Almost  VF,  unusually  bold  obverse,  reverse  less 

sharp  as  always  but  with  punctuation  clear.  Fewer  planchet  defects  than  usual; 
excellent  surfaces.  Exceptional  quality  for  this  type,  which  usually  comes  flat  as 
in  the  red  book  illustration. 

12  — - 1786  M.5S-F.  Good,  weak  near  borders.  Unlisted  die  failure  at  lower  shield 

weakening  86.  Very  rare. 

13  — 1787  Small  mailed  bust  r.,  ETLIB  INDE.  M.D-A.  Good,  weak  in  centers  but 

some  details  of  VG  sharpnes. 

14  — 1787  Mailed  bust  1.  No  punctuation.  M.2-B.  Where  struck  up,  this  rates  Very 

Fine,  but  elsewhere  weak — date  not  readable.  Off  center  in  K-ll,  tops  TORI  off 
flan.  Rare  grade. 

15  — Draped  bust  1.  M.3326-W.3.  Almost  Fine  but  obv.  has  a cluster  of  tiny  round 

nicks.  Rev.  weaker.  Ex.  rare. 

16  — M.3334-Z41.  Dash  between  ON.  Fine,  dark  gloss,  usual  flat  strike.  Ex.  rare.

17  — M.376-k4.  Nearly  Fine,  severe  die  failures  at  UCT  and  upper  left  rev.,  some  local 

weaknesses.  Very  rare. 

18  — AUCTOPI.  Rev.  ETIIB.  M.42-kk2.  Nearly  Fine,  flat  strike  from  clashed  dies. 

Uncommon  condition. 

19  — 1788  Mailed  bust  r.  M.2-D,  usual  die  break  at  shoulder.  Just  about  Fine. 

20  — 1788  Mailed  bust  1.  M.121-FL  VF  but  some  areas  of  very  rough  green  and  red 

patina  which  obscure  details. 

21  New  Jersey  Coppers.  Rahway  Mint.  1786.  Straight  beams.  Maris  15-T.  Very  Fine, 

light  brown.  Rare,  seldom  offered  in  any  grade. 

22  — 1786  Curved  beams.  Narrow  shield.  Large  date.  M.21-P.  Fine,  obv.  stronger 

than  rev.  as  usual. 

23  — 1786  Similar.  Small  date.  M.23-R.  Fine,  light  brown;  some  areas  of  VF  sharpness, 

shield  not  well  struck  up  as  always  with  this  reverse.  Far  above  average. 

24  — 1787  Curved  beams.  M.46-e,  the  one  from  which  the  Serpent  Head  was  copied. 

Really  Fine,  natural  dark  gloss,  but  weakly  struck  in  centers. 

25  — 1787  Straight  beams.  M.30-L.  Fine,  central  obv.  weak  as  always;  uniformly 

rough.  Scarce. 

26  — Similar.  “PLURIRUS”  (B  open  at  botton).  M.55-1.  VG,  dark,  slightly  rough. 

Very  rare. 

27  — Goadsby’s  Mint,  1788.  “1787”.  Outlined  Shield.  M.48-g.  Better  than  Fine,  planchet 

defective  near  borders  as  usual. 

28  — Morristown  Mint  (broad  planchets).  1787.  M.6-D.  Fine  plus,  struck  from  rusted  dies. 

29  — 1787  PLUR1BS.  M.60-p.  Whete  struck  up  at  all  this  is  Fine,  but  centers  are  weak 

(die  failure),  the  planchet  defective.  Scarce. 

30  — Elizabethtown  Mint  (1789).  “1787.”  M.17-b.  VG,  rev.  nearer  Fine,  but  very 

rough;  struck  on  a badly  cracked  planchet. 

31  — “1787.”  M.34-J,  unbroken  dies.  Obv.  nearly  Fine,  rev.  Good  and  rough.  Mint 

clip  at  upper  1.  obv. 

32  — Machin’s  Mill  Mint,  1789.  “1787”.  Camel  Heads.  M.56-n,  overstruck  on  1787 

draped  bust  Connecticut.  Close  to  Fine,  planchet  defective  in  centers. 

33  — Another  M.56-n,  overstruck  on  a 1787  Conn,  reading  ETIIB,  apparently  reverse 

kk1.  VG,  smooth. 

34  Massachusetts.  1787  Cent.  Horned  eagle.  Ryder  2b-A.  VG,  smooth. 

35  — 1788  Cent.  S’s  like  8’s.  Ryder  4-G.  Fine  to  VF,  planchet  rough  and  somewhat 

defective,  few  rim  nicks.  Scarce. 

36  — 1788  Cent.  Normal  S’s.  R.10-L.  About  Fine. 

37  — 1787  Half  Cent.  R.4-C.  Fine  to  VF,  struck  on  cracked  planchet.  Some  details 

well  above  VF  sharpness,  few  others  a little  under  it. 

38  — 1788  Half  Cent.  R.l-B.  VF  or  so,  bold,  slightly  porous. 

39  1785  NOVA  CONSTELLATIO.  Pointed  rays,  2 I.’s.  Crosby  3-B.  Almost  VF, 

severely  rusted  and  broken  dies. 
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40  — 1785  Blunt  rays,  one  L.  C.  1-B.  Where  struck  up  this  is  VG  or  better,  but  some 

areas  are  weak.  NOVA  hardly  legible.  Dark  rough  patina.  Advanced  die  failures, 
more  so  than  usual. 

41  1760  VOCE  POPULI  Halfpenny.  VOOE  variety.  F/VG  plus,  curious  layered  and 

streaked  patination. 

42  — n.  d.  (1785)  Bar  Cent.  Spine  from  second  bar  plain.  VG-F.  dark  and  very  rough. 

43  — (1792-95)  “Kentucky”  Token.  Plain  edge.  VF.  slightly  iridescent  light  olive. 

44  — “1781”  North  American  Token.  F/VF,  usual  strike.  Far  above  average. 

45  Washington.  1783  GEORGIVS  TRIUMPHO.  Heavily  broken  die.  Surfaces  of  F-VF, 

weak  strike  suggesting  VG  in  some  places.  Fine  elsewhere. 

46  “1783”.  UNITY  STATES.  Nearly  EF,  light  to  medium  brown  gloss;  planchet  un- 

usually free  of  roughness  or  other  defect,  though  not  completely  free.  Minor 
weakness  on  a few  letters,  but  this  is  still  one  of  the  sharpest  strikes  we  have 
handled.  Exceptional  quality  and  rare  so. 

47  1795  LIBERTY  AND  SECURITY  Halfpenny.  LONDON  edge.  Better  than  VF,  some 

areas  EF;  usual  weak  uneven  strike  from  broken  dies,  the  local  weaknesses  being 
on  head,  part  of  coat,  and  corresponding  reverse  areas. 

48  n.  d.  (1796?)  Large  SUCCESS  token.  Brass,  plain  edge.  Large  head,  break  from  rim 

to  hair,  nose  and  NG.  Type  of  Baker  265.  VF,  traces  of  original  gilt,  some  light 

scraping,  small  rev.  stain.  The  central  weaknesses  are  as  made.  Rare  quality,  as 

these  usually  come  much  more  worn. 

49  EARLY  AMERICAN  COLONIAL  MEDAL.  1758  Louisbourg  Taken.  Obv.  Bust 

of  Admiral  Boscawen  r.  ADML.  BOSCAWEN.  TOOK.  CAPE.  BRETON  Rev. 
City  besieged.  LOUISBOURG  In  exergue,  IUL.  26.  1758  )o(.  Copper.  40  mm. 
Betts  403.  About  Fine,  dark,  very  rough.  Very  scarce.

50  1786  Original  Washington  Before  Boston.  Obv.  Bust  r.  after  Houdon.  GEORGIO 

WASHINGTON  SUPREMO  DVCI  EXERCITVVM  ADSERTORT  LIBERTATIS 
In  exergue,  COMITIA  AMERICANA  Sgd.  DU  VIVIER  PARIS.  F.  Rev.  Wash- 
ington and  staff,  mounted,  viewing  the  British  evacuation  of  Boston  (March  17, 
1776).  HOSTIBUS  PRIMO  FUGATIS  In  ex’ge,  BOSTONIUM  RECUPERATUM 
XVII.  MARTII  MDCCLXXVI  Bronze,  size  43.  Original,  Baker  47.  Obv.  with 
a few  die  chips  at  legend;  rev.  beginning  to  give  way  above  center.  Old  style 
lettering  similar  to  that  on  the  original  Castorland  medal  but  unlike  any  of  the 
restrikes.  Reddish  brown  Proof;  minor  signs  of  handling,  but  better  than  AU 
overall.  Ex.  rare,  only  the  second  we  have  seen  in  15  years;  all  others  offered 
have  proved  to  be  restrikcs.  Listed  as  Rarity  8 by  Fuld  and  significantly  never 
illustrated.  ILLUST. 

51  — (1797)  Wyon  Medal.  Uniformed  bust  of  Washington  L,  WYON  on  shoulder.  Rev. 

GENERAL  etc.  Tin,  size  24.  Baker  66,  listed  as  Rarity  7,  and  unpriced  in  choice 
condition.  Very  Fine,  much  original  prooflike  lustre;  soft  on  some  letters  as 
usual,  minor  handling  marks.  ILLUST. 
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52  — Original  Manly  Medal  (1790).  Uniformed  bust  1.,  without  dentures,  sgd. 

BROOKS.  F.  on  shoulder.  GEO.  WASHINGTON  BORN  VIRGINIA  FEB.  11. 
1732.  Rev.  Inscr.  and  J.  MANLY  & C.  1790.  Bronze.  Baker  61.  listed  as  R-6. 
VF,  tan  patina,  somewhat  porous  (struck  on  cast  blank  as  always).  Small  bole  for 
suspension  affecting  ON. 

53  — 1799  Silver  Funeral  Medal.  Uniformed  bust  of  Washington  1.  in  closed  wreath. 

HE  IS  IN  GLORY,  THE  WORLD  IN  TEARS.  Rev.  Funerary  urn.  Silver,  size  19. 
Baker  166.  var.  with  distinct  period  after  S.  at  top  of  urn.  Nearly  Fine,  holed 
for  suspension  with  ribbon.  Of  historical  importance. 

54  — (1800)  HERO  OF  FREEDOM  Medal.  Uniformed  wigged  bust  of  Washington  r., 

birth  and  death  dates.  Rev.  THE  HERO  OF  FREEDOM,  etc.,  in  wreath,  at  its 
top  13  arrows.  Copper,  size  24.  Baker  79.  Overstruck  on  a British  token  (penny 
size),  the  original  edge  (diagonally  reeded  down  to  r.)  partly  visible,  most  of 
devices  of  undertype  obliterated  except  at  very  center  of  rev.  Bronzed  Proof. 
Listed  as  R-6;  Fuld  says  R-8  when  struck  over  Cartwheel  2d,  but  does  not 
mention  any  overstrikes  on  tokens.  First  we’ve  seen  so. 

55  — Another  HERO  OF  FREEDOM  Medal.  Same  dies.  Copper,  firegilt.  Brill.  Proof. 

On  edge,  not  visible  from  either  side,  are  several  test  marks  intended  to  tell  if 
the  piece  was  of  gold  or  base  metal.  No  trace  of  undertype.  Rarer  than  the  type 
without  gilding;  so  mentioned  by  Fuld. 

VERY  RARE  ECCLESTON  MEDAL 

56  1805  Armored  bust  r„  sgd.  WEBB.  Rev.  Indian  st'g,  THE  LAND  WAS  OURS.  Around, 

three  concentric  circles  of  inscr.  Copper,  size  48.  Baker  85.  Better  than  EF, 
interesting  dark  mottling.  Rare,  listed  as  R-6;  one  of  the  most  spectacular  of  all 
Washington  medals,  considering  size,  high  relief,  imaginative  conception,  unique 
portrait  and  unprecedented  reverse  device. 

57  1808  Benevolent  Society  Medal,  by  John  Reich.  Liberty  crowns  a bust  of  Washington. 

Rev.  The  Good  Samaritan.  Silver,  size  27.  Baker  327.  Ex.  Fine,  well  toned,  small 
rev.  field  nick.  The  original  suspension  ring  has  been  mostly  removed.  Very  rare, 
listed  as  R-6,  but  less  often  seen  than  many  others  given  this  rating.  Reich  was 
Mint  Engraver,  and  this  piece  was  probably  made  at  the  Mint. 

58  1791  Lafayette  Medal  by  Demarest.  Uniformed,  periwigged  bust  1.  LAFAYETTE 

DEPUTE  A L’ASS.  NAT.  CONSTITUANTE  NE  EN  1757.  Rev.  COLLECTION 
DES  FRANCAIS  PATRIOTES.  Four  line  inscr.  in  wreath.  Edge,  SE.  VEND.  A. 
PARIS.  CHEZ  MONNERON  (PATENTE).  Copper,  35  mm.  Toned  Proof, 
minor  handling  marks. 

PROOF  HALF  CENTS 

59  1843  G-l.  Original,  large  berries.  “Choice  light  tan  Proof  with  flashes  of  mint  red 

around  stars  and  letters.  Wt.  8314  grains.  One  of  about  a dozen  collectible  originals 
of  which  at  least  two  are  worn.” — as  this  was  described  in  lot  152,  our  March 
1968  sale  (Helfenstein-Judd  colls.).  ILLUST. 

60  1845  Original,  large  berries.  Flaming  red  Proof,  obv.  with  many  tiny  spots,  rev. 

darkening  somewhat  here  and  there.  One  of  only  nine  originals  traced  to  date, 
two  of  them  being  worn,  two  in  museums. 
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61  1848  Small  Berries.  First  Restrike,  Rev.  of  ’56.  Light  olive  and  mint  red  Proof,  rev. 

a little  deeper  and  somewhat  bluish.  Late  impression,  dies  giving  way  in  centers. 
Excessively  high  knife-rim  was  filed  down  at  mint  (rev.  only),  as  on  at  least  one 
other  of  this  issue.  ILLUST. 

62  1850  Reddish  brown  and  mint  red  Proof,  couple  of  obv.  spots,  rev.  deeper  color.  Ex. 

rare,  more  so  than  most  of  the  1840-48  series;  less  than  a dozen  known  of  this 
date.  ILLUST. 

63  1852  Small  Berries.  First  Restrike,  Rev.  of  ’56.  Rather  deep  olive  and  brown  toned 

Proof,  interestingly  mottled.  Tiny  pre-striking  flan  chip  near  8th  star.  ILLUST. 

64  1855.  Mint  red  and  bluish  olive  Proof.  Most  of  the  red  is  on  obverse.  Tiny  pre- 

striking flan  chip  nearly  midway  between  3rd  star  and  lip.  Now  rare.  ILLUST. 


LARGE  CENTS 

65  1822.  N-5.  Wide  date,  rusted  obv.  die.  Iridescent  light  to  medium  olive  Unc.,  some 

of  it  faded  from  mint  red;  area  of  brick-red  patina  near  3rd  and  4th  stars  and 
(opposite)  ITE.  Tied  for  third  finest  known.  One  of  possibly  seven  reported  with 
any  claim  to  mint  state.  None  of  these  shows  sharp  stars.  This  falls  short  of  Helfen- 
stein’s  only  in  being  of  darker  color.  ILLUST. 


Semi-Unique  1827  N-7  Proof 

66  1827.  N-7.  Recut  8,  BE  apart,  recutting  in  E’s  of  ONE  CENT.  Iridescent  light  olive 

Proof,  some  faded  mint  red  on  rev.;  pristine,  uncleaned,  without  any  visible  defect 
incurred  after  striking — save  a few  obv.  specks,  of  no  importance.  Needle  sharp 
impression  everywhere  except  on  stars,  but  on  the  regular  unc.  N-7’s  they  are 
still  flatter.  As  on  the  only  other  known  impression,  r.  border  is  narrow  (Cleneay 
1867).  The  first  ever  identified,  ex  Dupont  658.  The  high  point  of  this  collection! 
ILLUST. 

67  1832.  N-l.  Small  letters.  Unc.,  light  brown  with  some  faded  mint  red  on  rev.  Obv.  has 

several  minute  rubbed  spots  on  curls  and  nostril,  but  fields  are  excellent.  Possibly 
six  or  seven  60 — coins  known  of  this  variety. 

68  1832.  N-3'A.  Wide  date,  large  letters,  double  profile.  A gorgeous  MS-65,  obv.  mint 

red  and  light  olive,  rev.  more  than  % mint  red.  Tied  for  finest  known  of  the 
double  profiles  with  lot  182,  our  March  1968  sale,  though  the  present  coin  has 
if  anything  a little  more  mint  red.  Only  one  regular  N-3  excels  it  even  slightly. 
An  outstanding  piece  for  perfectionist  date  collectors.  ILLUST. 

69  1837.  N-5.  Plain  hair  cord,  small  letters.  Choice  Unc.,  light  to  medium  olive  faded 

from  mint  red,  rev.  with  rather  deep  mint  red.  This  is  tied  for  finest  known  with 
three  other  similar  examples,  one  being  Helfenstein  164,  another  in  our  March 
1968  sale;  there  are  very  few  others  with  any  claim  to  full  mint  state,  and  almost 
none  have  surfaces  so  nearly  flawless.  All  are  struck  similarly,  none  with  sharp 
stars  and  leaves.  ILLUST.

70  1839.  Booby  head.  N-13,  nearly  R-5.  State  III,  the  cracks  advanced  as  described  in 

Newcomb;  recutting  still  plain  on  6th  and  12th  stars.  By  a small  margin,  finest 
known,  almost  full  mint  red;  slightly  edges  out  Helfenstein  192,  Landau  157  and 
Dupont  806  for  this  title.  Only  three  others  besides  those  have  any  claim  to  60 
grade.  Certain  to  be  a runaway.  ILLUST. 

71  1843.  N-13.  Obv.  ’42,  rev.  ’44.  Unpublished  late  die  state;  obv.  stars  crumbling,  rev. 

crack  from  leaf  point  below  IT.  More  or  less  EF-45,  light  brown.  Fritz’s,  the 
finest  we  have  offered  from  these  dies,  was  only  EF;  Helfenstein  had  none.

It  would  be  difficult  today  to  offer  a half  dollar  collection  that  would  not 
be  an  anticlimax  after  that  in  our  Feb.  1971  auction.  The  present  group  manages 
to  make  an  excellent  showing,  not  because  of  quantity  nor  variety  (though  there 
are  some  great  rarities)  but,  like  Helfenstein’s  large  cents,  because  of  condition. 
Average  grade  is  Mint  State  -60,  only  two  pieces  under  that  level  and  many 
well  above  it;  not  the  usual  commercial  “uncs”  with  flat  spots,  rubbing  and 
cleaning,  but  true  mint  state  coins,  many  unusually  sharp  strikes,  many  of 
choice  to  gem  quality.  Some  are  in  our  experience  unequalled;  the  majority  are 
unsurpassed. 

131  1795.  Ov.  104  (Beistle  6-Bb),  shattered  dies.  About  Unc.  or  better,  excellent  sharp 

strike,  much  mint  lustre  with  brown  and  iridescent  tone;  really  a mint  state  coin 
with  touches  of  cabinet  friction  and  a few  bag  marks.  Obverse  with  adjustment 
marks  in  center.  Unsurpassed  to  our  knowledge;  finer  than  the  Beistle  or  Over- 
ton  plate  coins.  ILLUST. 

132  — 1807.  Bust  left,  50/20.  Ov.  112.  “Frosty  gem  Unc.,  sharp  strike,  toned  to  various 

colors  in  the  cool  end  of  the  spectrum  . . . Obv.  of  unexcelled  sharpness  of 
strike,  rev.  as  bold  as  we  have  ever  seen  . . . Unsurpassed  and  probably  un- 
equalled,” as  this  was  described  in  our  March  1967  sale,  lot  294.  Many  of  this 
type  have  sold  since,  Bauman’s  at  $520  (not  nearly  the  equal  of  this),  Miles’s  at 
$550  (likewise),  and  this  coin  so  far  as  we  know  is  still  the  absolute  top  example.

301  Liberty  Seated  Dollars.  1842.  Unc.,  prooflike  surface,  pale  gold,  warm  gray  and 

blue  tone;  uneven  strike,  as  usual.  Some  rev.  bag  marks.  A few  on  edge. 

302  1844.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.,  light  bag  marks  as  usual  for  the  series.  Rare  date,  very 

rare  grade. 

303  1846.  “Sunset  toned  gem  Unc.,  one  bag  mark  above  eagle’s  head  otherwise  approach- 

ing Superb.  Splendid  sharp  strike.”  - as  this  was  described  in  Ostheimer  341 
where  it  brought  $230  (Sept.  1968).

305  1854.  Same  die  as  all  other  proofs  reported  - crosslet  of  an  extra  4 above  space 

between  54.  A brilliant  Proof  but  cleaned.  Extremely  rare. 

306  1856.  More  or  less  Unc.,  partly  iridescent  gray  tone;  weakly  struck  in  center  as 

often  with  this  rare  date.  Far  fewer  bag  marks  thn  usual.  Very  rare  grade.

316  1893  CC.  Brill.  Unc.,  prooflike;  dipped  long  ago  as  often  with  scarce  mintmarks. 

Pre-striking  planchet  chip  below  chin.  Small  rim  bruise  between  3 and  final  star. 

317  1895  0.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.,  usual  bag  marks,  faint  touch  of  gray  tone.  Faint  touch  of 

what  may  be  cabinet  friction  in  very  centers. 

318  1899.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.,  sharper  strike  than  usual,  reverse  practically  free  of  bag 

marks. 

319  1900  S.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.,  similar  to  last.

The  Very  Rare  1855  C 

327  1855  C.  VF,  the  usual  strike  on  the  usual  granular  planchet,  but  in  one  way  far

1860  S.  Rev.  cracked  at  11:00.  About  Unc.,  frosty,  couple  of  light  rev.  rim  nicks. 

1861.  Brill.  Unc.,  very  uneven  strike,  weak  on  feathered  headdress  and  correspond- 
ing part  of  wreath  and  date. 

1862.  AU  or  better,  frosty,  sharp. 

1866.  Brill.  Unc.,  very  sharp  strike  with  wire  edge;  struck  from  clashed  and  reground 
dies.  Ex.  rare  grade. 

1873.  Open  3,  LIB  on  coronet.  Borderline  Unc.,  frosty,  light  signs  of  handling. 

1874.  EF-AU,  many  minute  bag  marks,  two  plainer  ones  on  edges. 

1877.  EF-AU,  uneven  strike,  lustrous,  nicer  than  last  and  almost  free  of  bag  marks. 
Very  rare. 

1879.  Somewhat  bag  marked  Unc.,  rare. 

1881.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.,  few  minute  field  bag  marks,  one  plain  but  shallow  one  on 
rev.  edge. 

1882.  Brill.  Unc.,  trivial  signs  of  handling. 

1883.  Frosty  Unc.,  exactly  as  last. 

1884.  Brill.  Unc.,  choice  despite  microscopic  signs  of  handling. 

1885.  Brill,  choice  Unc.,  same  quality. 

1886.  Brill.  Unc.,  like  the  last  two.  Tiny  red  lone  spot  at  bottom  obv. 

1887.  Brill,  choice  Unc.  Small  lint  mark  before  brow,  as  made. 

1888.  Brill,  gem  Unc.,  microscopic  signs  of  contact  with  other  coins  in  the  mint. 

1889.  Brill,  choice  frosty  Unc. 

QUARTER  EAGLES

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357  1834.  Similar,  but  B.1I-6,  not  in  the  original  Breen  publication.  Leaf  very  close  to 

U.  small  arrows,  broken  M,  ST  high.  Nearly  EF,  signs  of  old  cleaning.  Only  the 
second  one  seen  from  this  reverse. 

358  1834  Similar.  Unpublished.  “Booby  head”  obv.,  new  rev.,  Vi  free  of  bar,  AM  close, 

arrow  to  r.  foot  of  A.  Cracked  and  rusted  at  ATES  OF  AMER.  Unc.,  light  bag 
marks  on  rims,  faint  rev.  pin  scratches.  First  seen.  RRR. 

359  1835.  B-l.  Nearer  AU  than  EF,  bright  and  frosty,  with  minute  handling  marks  includ- 

ing an  obv.  pin  scratch,  two  tiny  rev.  rim  nicks.  Soft  in  very  centers,  elsewhere 
sharper  than  usual. 

360  1836.  Head  of  ’35.  B.1I-2.  EF  or  so,  somewhat  bag  marked  near  left  wing  but  else- 

where unusually  clean  for  the  grade. 

361  1836.  Head  ’37.  Breen  III— 1.  EF  or  better,  plenty  of  mint  lustre,  but  central  obv. 

weakly  struck  suggesting  VF-elsewhere  sharp.  Signs  of  old  cleaning.  Few  rim 
and  field  nicks.  Very  scarce. 

362  1836.  The  other  Head  of  ’37.  B.  11 1—2.  Better  than  VF,  tiny  rim  nick  at  6th  star; 

RRR.  the  6th  seen  to  date. 

363  1837.  B-l,  cracked  obv.  die.  VF,  rather  flat  strike  as  usual.  Ex  Andrew  M.  Watson 

coll. 

364  1838.  B-2,  rare.  More  or  less  EF,  some  mint  lustre.  About  seven  located  to  date. 

365  1838  C.  Only  one  var.  More  or  less  EF,  lamination  planchet  defect  as  made  on 

cheek,  small  edge  test  mark  left  of  date;  obv.  stronger  than  rev.  as  always.  Rare 
and  in  the  highest  demand. 

366  1839/8.  AU/EF,  obv.  needle  sharp,  rev.  a little  more  bluntly  struck;  lustrous,  planchet 

granular  as  made.  Only  the  most  trivial  signs  of  handling.

The  Exceedingly  Rare  1841  Quarter  Eagle 

368A  1841.  Though  only  proofs  were  minted,  at  least  five  and  possibly  six  of  the 
ten  known  are  in  conditions  ranging  from  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  One 
is  in  the  Smithsonian,  another  in  the  Conn.  State  Library  and  a third  in 
the  Elliasberg  collection.  The  coin  offered  here  is  of  the  same  dies  as  all 
other  Philadelphia  quarter  eagles  of  this  date.  Reeding  identical  to  that 
on  earlier  and  later  Philadelphia  coins,  entirely  unlike  that  on  C and  D 
mint  coins.  Strictly  VF,  obv.  sharper  than  rev.,  faint  traces  of  proof  sur- 
face remaining  within  claw  and  shield.  For  identification  purposes,  small 
nicks  just  left  of  7th  star,  on  edge  above  S-A,  on  rim  adjacent  to  right 
wingtip  and  stop  after  final  A.  This  piece  is  apparently  the  one  discovered 
in  the  middle  1950’s  in  upper  N.  Y.  state  by  Q.  David  Bowers.  The  last 
time  one  was  sold  in  public  auction  was  in  the  1963  Bell  sale,  another  in 
the  1968  Shuford  mail  bid  sale,  both  EF  ex-proof.  This  most  important 
rarity  is  certainly  worth  well  into  five  figures.  ILLUST.  (front  cover). 
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369  1843  O.  Small  date.  B-I-4,  VF  or  better. 

370  1852  0.  B-3  (not  in  original  book):  date  slants  down,  rev.  O thicker  at  r.,  merged 

with  feather.  EF  or  so,  lustrous,  somewhat  uneven  strike. 

371  1852  0.  B-4  (hitherto  unpublished).  Date  slants  down,  rev.  O well  to  right.  EF, 

lustrous,  like  the  last. 

372  1853.  B-2,  recut  1.  EF,  some  mint  frost,  some  obv.  adjustment  marks.  Rare. 

373  1859.  EF,  granular  flan  as  made,  light  handling  marks. 

374  1870  S.  VF,  bolder  than  usual  for  this  always  weak  issue. 

375  1871  S.  This  lustrous  piece  was  EF  but  has  been  lightly  cleaned.  Very  seldom 

equalled. 

376  1876.  Almost  EF,  RR;  only  3920  minted. 
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THE  EXTREMELY  RARE  1875 

1875.  Much  better  than  EF,  this  is  a beautiful  first  strike  which  reached  circulation 
for  a few  minutes  - enough  to  cause  slight  dulling.  A few  minute  bag  marks  on 
obv.  rims  and  above  eagle’s  head,  but  no  others  important  enough  to  require 
description.  Excellent  sharp  relief  and  lustre.  At  present  approximately  a dozen 
are  reported  out  of  the  400  nonproofs  originally  struck;  only  one  of  these  is 
finer,  and  only  two  others  can  even  be  said  to  tie  this  coin,  which  could  be 
called  second  finest  known.  It  is  noticeably  better  than  the  Miles  piece,  which  went 
in  four  figures  over  three  years  ago.  ILLUST.

1882.  Apparently  EF,  many  light  nicks,  signs  of  old  cleaning.  Examination  under  a 
microscope  shows  that  a loop  was  removed  with  highest  skill,  no  trace  being 
visible  to  the  naked  eye. 

1883.  Just  VF,  few  small  nicks.  RR,  only  1920  made. 

1886.  Borderline  AU,  much  mint  frost,  trivial  signs  of  handling.  RR. 

1887.  AU  plus,  brilliant,  similar  quality  to  last. 

1888.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.,  couple  of  tiny  rim  planchet  defects,  as  made. 

1889.  VF,  very  scarce. 

1890.  A prooflike  AU  which  has  acquired  a number  of  little  nicks  in  the  fields.  Rare. 

1891.  Brill,  prooflike  Unc.,  light  pin  scratches. 

1892.  Nearer  AU  than  EF,  brilliant;  minute  handling  marks.  RR,  only  2440  minted. 
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391  1894.  AU  plus,  brilliant,  rare. 

392  1896.  AU,  brilliant,  somewhat  bag  marked.  Scarce. 

393  1S97.  Brilliant  Proof.  The  marks  on  neck  and  face  are  all  from  lint  in  the  die  - not 

defects.  Above  average  for  proofs  of  this  period. 

394  1897.  Brill.  Unc. 

395  1899.  AU  plus,  brilliant. 

396  1901.  Proof  which  was  given  one  blow  fewer  than  normal.  Surfaces  far  superior  to 

those  on  first  strikes:  stars  and  border  not  as  well  brought  up. 

THREE  DOLLAR  PIECES 

397  1860  S.  Surfaces  suggest  EF  and  clean  for  the  grade,  sharpness  is  VF  plus;  prob- 

ably a weakly  struck  EF.  Unknown  in  full  mint  state. 

398  1866.  More  or  less  EF,  signs  of  old  cleaning. 

399  1869.  EF.  some  prooflike  surface  remaining;  minute  handling  marks. 

400  1870.  Formerly  Proof,  now  EF  plus.  Fairly  clean,  but  it  does  have  a faint  obv.  pin 

scratch.  RR. 

401  1882.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.,  somewhat  bag  marked. 

402  1887.  F/VF.  clean  even  wear,  couple  of  faint  pin  scratches,  some  rev.  reddish  tone 

Only  6000  minted. 

403  1888.  AU,  reddish  and  bluish  toning  near  borders. 

404  1889.  EF,  apparently  another  former  Proof. 

HALF  EAGLES

but  with  a few  too  many  bag  marks.  Small  dent  at  left  edge. 

409  1805.  Perfect  1,  close  date.  B.  3-B,  cracked  and  rusted  obv.  die.  Borderline  Unc., 

brilliant;  only  the  most  minute  signs  of  handling,  and  few  of  those.  Tiny  rim 

nick  left  of  date.  Very  rare  (high  R-6).  Ex  Andrew  M.  Watson  coll.  ILLUST. 

410  1806.  Knobbed  6.  B.  5-E,  early  state.  Better  than  AU,  really  borderline  Unc., 

centers  not  well  struck  up.  Many  rev.  adjustment  marks,  as  made;  bag  marks, 
but  fewer  than  usual. 

411  1807.  Bust  r.  B.  2-C.  Small  date  and  stars.  Rev.  Large  stars,  spine  from  leaf  to  I. 

Really  AU  but  weakly  struck  from  rusty  dies  on  a planchet  full  of  adjustment 
marks.  One  small  sharp  bag  mark  behind  lowest  curl,  otherwise  unusually  clean. 
Very  rare  (high  R-6),  seldom  offered. 
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412  Bust  left.  1807.  B.  5-D.  Just  VF. 

413  1807.  Bust  left.  B.  5-E  (Rarity  8),  die  of  lot  428,  our  Oct.  1969  sale.  EF-AU,  mint 

lustre,  small  obv.  rim  dent  and  pin  scratches.  Only  the  second  we  have  seen.

414  1808/7.  B.  2-A.  EF  plus,  mint  frost,  faint  signs  of  old  cleaning. 

415  1808.  Normal  date.  B.  4-A.  Borderline  Unc.,  brill.,  frosty.  Tied  for  second  finest 

known  of  this  rarity.  Dies  clashed  but  not  yet  cracked.  ILLUST. 

416  1809/8.  Overdate  still  plain;  beginnings  of  rust  and  cracks  on  obv.  die.  AU  or 

better,  brilliant;  faint  tiny  rev.  rim  nick.  Ex  Andrew  M.  Watson  coll.  ILLUST. 

417  1810.  Large  date  and  5D.  B.  1-A.  More  or  less  AU,  extensively  bag  marked,  rather 

softly  struck. 

418  1811.  Tall  5.  B.  1-A.  Better  than  EF,  cleaned;  small  cut  at  rev.  edge.  Unusual  in 

that  it  shows  part  of  motto  embossed  above  date  - double  clash  marks. 

419  Head  left.  1813.  Not  in  Breen;  Adams  1.  More  or  less  EF,  signs  of  cleaning.  Tiny 

edge  nick  at  6th  star.  RR.  only  othe  second  we  have  offered. 

420  1814/13.  B.  1-A.  EF  or  better,  mint  lustre,  faint  traces  of  cleaning,  couple  of  rev. 

pin  scratches  but  no  impairment  worth  description.  Comparatively  sharp  strike, 

except  at  parts  of  borders.  ILLUST. 

421  Smaller  size.  1830.  Small  5 D.  B-2.  About  Unc.,  somewhat  soft  strike  superficially 

suggesting  EF,  but  the  surfaces  are  covered  with  mint  frost,  and  where  the

425  1836.  B— 6,  very  wide  date,  cracked  obv.  die.  Better  than  VF,  lightly  bag  marked. 

rev.  rim  nicked.  Ex.  rare,  only  the  fourth  seen. 

426  1837.  Large  date.  B-2.  About  Unc.,  plus,  covered  with  mint  frost;  really  mint  state 

but  with  faint  traces  of  cabinet  friction  and  a few  field  bag  marks.  Two  insignificant 
obv.  rim  nicks.  Equal  to  finest  reported  of  this  rarity. 

427  1838.  B-l.  VF,  bold,  scarce. 

428  1843  D.  EF,  light  bag  marks,  lustre. 

429  1844  C.  VF,  blunt  strike  on  granular  planchet,  as  usual. 

4.30  1847  C.  VF,  bold  strike.

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NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 
OUTSTANDING  GROUP  OF  “FORBIDDEN”  TITLES 

“Forbidden”  titles  are  NB  titles  containing  the  words  UNITED  STATEES 
or  FEDERAL  or  RESERVE.  They  were  discouraged  after  passage  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Act  (1913),  because  of  confusion  between  these  banks  and  the 
various  FR  Banks.  Congress  finally  had  to  pass  an  act,  May  24,  1926,  forbidding 
further  use  of  these  titles.  It  is  believed  that  special  efforts  were  made  to  retire 
outstanding  notes  on  the  “forbidden”  titles.  Relatively  few  banks  had  used  them, 
no  complete  collection  has  ever  existed,  and  all  survivors  are  rare.  The  group 
here  offered  is  unusually  comprehensive,  including  several  unknown  to  A.  A. 
Grinnell.  They  are  listed  in  this  order  U S NBs,  FEDERAL  NBs,  N.  RESERVE 
Bs,  followed  by  the  possibly  unique  GOVERNMENT  N.  B.

By  the  end  of  the  large  notes,  only  21  of  these  banks  were  still  in  opera- 
tion, 19  of  them  issuing  small  notes,  but  no  survivors  are  known  for  some  of 
these.

auction  or  other  records  of  any  other  high  denomination  notes  on  this  bank 
despite  its  having  issued  notes,  1865-1934  (the  $50,000  outstanding  probably  includ- 
ing both  3rd  CP  and  1 929’s).  We  have  no  records  of  any  other  brown  back 
fifties.  One  of  the  most  important  currency  discoveries  of  the  last  twenty  years.

Only  31  banks  in  the  District  were  chartered  to  issue 
notes;  many  were  of  small  capitalization,  six  went  out  of  business  before  the 
turn  of  the  century,  only  eleven  survived  long  enough  to  issue  small  size  notes. 

Of  the  original  31,  only  two  bore  the  town  name  GEORGETOWN  instead  of 
WASHINGTON,  one  of  them  liquidating  in  1869;  we  are  privileged  to  offer 
a note  on  the  other,  as  well  as  one  from  the  same  bank  after  the  plate  had  been 
altered  to  read  “Washington.”  Grinnell’s  extensive  holdings  did  not  include 
notes  on  most  of  these  banks.

We  have  never  before  seen  or  heard 
of  a note  on  this  bank;  none  in  Grinnell,  Clarke,  Crosswhite,  or  the  other  impor- 
tant sales.  First  CP  NBNs  on  North  Carolina  are  extremely  rare.  Only  16  banks 
could  have  issued  any  (representing  9 cities);  only  5 of  these  could  have  issued 
Series  1875  notes.  Grinnell  had  only  six  NC  1st  CP  notes  (plus  about  nine  of  the 
1882-1902-1929  issues);  of  these  six,  one  was  an  F-401  on  New  Berne,  the  rest 
on  two  Raleigh  banks.  None  had  these  signatures,  none  on  this  town  (of  any 
charter  period),  none  in  uncut  form.  Grinnell  had  only  one  uncut  $10-20  1st  CP 
sheet  of  any  signature  combination  or  bank;  this  was  on  an  Illinois  bank  and  be- 
lieved by  him  to  be  unique.  We  have  never  heard  of  any  others.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  overestimate  the  rarity  or  importance  of  this  fantastic  item,  lately 
consigned  by  descendants  of  one  of  the  signing  officials  of  the  bank.  BSN  758,
